Civil Rights 
Votes Sought 


Senate Said Near 
Vote on Cloture 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Senate 
leaders are scrambling for the 
votes needed to apply cloture 
now that a showdown over the 
civil rights bill appears certain 
next month. 
A revised bill — compromised 
to attract the undecided but re­ 
taining the basic provisions of 
the version which cleared the 
House Feb. IO—was finally in­ 
troduced in the Senate Tuesday 
After weeks of tinkering. 
The bipartisan leaders imme­ 
diately voiced varying degrees 
of confidence that it will clear 
the Senate in June. Assistant 
Democratic leader Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota said he 
hopes the House then will agree 
to the Senate version in time for 
President Johnson to sign the 
bill into law by July 4.

Wins for LBJ 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Add the 
barebones technique to Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s long list of ways 
of getting things done. 
It served to get the foreign aid 
bill through the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, and it may 
well get the bill all the way 
through Congress virtually un­ 
touched.

ARA was told that additional 
income in Ohio resulting from 
new recreation areas will be 
an estimated $58 million. Land 
purchases 
will

acreas, and new facilities will 
include IO swimming beaches, 
6,000 campsites and 27 boat- 
docking facilities. 
Morr asked for $71,600 for R 
study in development of strip- 
mine land. The state program, 
he said, covers 50 counties. It 
calls for state spending of $34 
million, plus federal funds in 
the form of grants and technical 
assistance money. 
Gov. Rhodes thinks the Ap­ 
palachia program may be the 
answer to southeastern Ohio’s 
land problem. 
That was the opinion given 
Tuesday to the House Public 
Works Committee by George 
E. Wilson, director of the Ohio 
State Development Department. 
Wilson represented Rhodes at 
hearings on President Johnson’s 
proposed development program. 
Wilson said southeastern Ohio 
faces the loss, through abandon­ 
ment, of one million acres of 
farm land over the next 20 
years. 
“To fight this abandonment is 
folly,” he said, “but the ques­ 
tion is what to do with it?” And 
the answer, Wilson added, may 
be—working through the new 
program—the planting of a bil­ 
lion seedlings to turn the land 
into a timber resource.

Florida Shuns 
Barry's Slafe 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — A dele­ 
gate slate pledged to Sen. Bar­ 
ry Coldwater was turned down 
by Republicans, and a governor 
sworn to erect barriers against 
civil rights was nominated by 
Democrats in Tuesday’s Florida 
primary. 
Goldwater’s chances of Flor­ 
ida support at the national con­ 
vention were not erased. But 
they were weakened by elec­ 
tion of a slate headed by a man 
who made no bones about cur­ 
rent disenchantment with the 
Arizona conservative. 
“Coldwater appeared on tele­ 
vision and radio extensively in 
the last week and campaigned 
against us,” said Tom Fairfield 
Brown of Tampa, state Repub­ 
lican chairman who heads the 
winning slate. 
“I feel we have a mandate 
from the people to go to Cal­ 
ifornia and represent Florida 
the best we can. Whether the 
delegates will be in favor of 
Coldwater when we get there 
may be another matter.” 
Brown’s slate will send at 
least 28 (rf the 34 Florida dele­ 
gates to the convention. The six 
other spots remained in doubt. 
It was 
a big victory for 
Brown, who had led his delega­ 
tion in a fight for the state party 
leadership against Rep. William 
Cramer, R-Fla., who headed the 
slate pledged to Coldwater. 
In O k l a h o m a , Democrats 
Tuesday night tapped Fred Har­ 
ris, a 33-year-old attorney, as 
their man to tackle the pride of 
the Republicans — ex • football 
coach Bud Wilkinson — for the 
U.S. Senate.

NEW DELHI, India (A P I-

Nehru, the aristocratic states­ 
man who led India in the paths

since it became independent in 
1947, died today after suffering 
his second stroke in less than 
five months. He was 74. 
Home Minister G. L. Nanda, 
a senior Cabinet member who 
has a reputation for getting 
things done, was sworn in as 
acting prime minister IO hours 
after Nehru’s death. 
Nanda was sworn in by Pres­ 
ident Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan. 
An elderly philosopher renowned 
in world academic circles, Rad­ 
hakrishnan was charged under 
the constitution to take over the 
government on the death of the 
prime minister. But Nanda was 
quickly chosen to handle the ad­ 
ministrative details. 
Nehru’s death was attributed 
to a heart attack and shock. 
Officials announced Nehru’s 
body would lie in state in his 
residence and the doors would 
be open all night to let people 
file by him. 
Thursday morning, the body 
will be “taken out in proces­ 
sion,” as Indians say, through 
the streets of the capital to the 
burning ground. 
Nehru will be cremated at a 
spot 
near that where Gandhi 
was cremated in 1948. A me­ 
morial to Gandhi was com­ 
pleted there last year. 
Nehru was stricken at 6:25 
a.m. as he arose at his usual 
hour.

DAYTON, O h i o (AP) — The 
U.S. District Court here has 
been asked to order that all U.S. 
representatives from Ohio be 
elected on an “ at-large” basis 
until the legislature reappor­ 
tions the state.

Closing of 26 nursing homes in 
Ohio as the result of recent in­ 
spections of electrical wiring 
under an emergency regulation 
was announced today by Dr 
Emmett W. Arnold, state health 
director. 
The 
emergency 
inspections 
followed a nursing home fire at 
Fitchville in Huron County in 
which 63 persons died last Nov 
22. The fire was blamed on 
faulty wiring. 
Dr. Arnold said that five of 
the homes in the 26 were closed 
voluntarily after being threat 
ened with revocation of licenses 
Licenses have been formally 
denied or revoked in the cases 
of the other 21. 
At the same time, Dr. Arnold 
announced that revocation ac 
tion has been dropped in the 
cases of 33 other nursing homes 
where reinspection has shown 
full compliance with the new 
safety regulation. 
He disclosed that 699 of the 
1,115 nursing homes in O h i o 
are now known to be in full com 
pliance with the regulation. This 
compares with 386 in compli 
ance at the time the emergency 
inspections were completed late 
in March.

A young woman in New York City 
who cooperated with police for seven 
months to help bring a sex offender to 
trial says she would never again let 
herself get involved. 
The man, who made obscene tele­ 
phone calls to her, finally wound 
up 
getting what the judge considered a 
siff sentence for a first offender — 90 
days in jail. That's what distressed the 
woman. The man needs psychiatric 
help, she contends, and after three 
months in jail will only come out free 
to do it all over again — or something 
worse. 
She's right. Too few offenders w h o 
show evidences of emotional disturb­ 
ances ever get the kind of psychiatric 


attention they so obviously need. And 
that's one of the main reasons so many 
persons refuse to get involved, even in 
such crimes as the murder of a young 
woman and the rape of another girl in 
New York. Although scores of persons 
saw they were in distress, the onlook­ 
ers stayed out of it rather than get mix­ 
ed up in something that would have call­ 
ed attention to them, with possible re­ 
percussions later when the miscreants 
were freed. 
It is perhaps easier to understand 
than to condone such mass behavior, 
but it points up the need for a revision 
of laws dealing with the mentally dis­ 
turbed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress is still wrestling with te 
long-standing national confusion 
about 
presidential 
succession 
and disability, and the end is 
not in sight. 
Through the years solutions 
have been offered by the bushel. 
Congress acted on some, pass­ 
ing Haws and changing them. 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s succession 
to the presidency, leaving the 
vice presidency vacant, revived 
the dilemma. 
Two 
former 
presidents, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Har­ 
ry S. Truman, and former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
have agreed something should 
be done but not exactly on how. 
There has been wide disagree­ 
ment in Congress. 
Earlier this year Truman and 
Nixon suggested the Electoral 
College elect a new vice presi­ 
dent to fill a vacancy in that of­ 
fice. Eisenhower this week had 
a different idea. 
He suggested the president be 
empowered to name a vice 
president if there isn’t one, pro­ 
vided the man he picks is ap­ 
proved by both houses of Con­ 
gress. 
The American Bar Associa­ 
tion had already recommended 
that 
procedure 
be 
followed 
through a constitutional amend­ 
ment. A Senate subcommittee, 
working on the problem for 
months, feels the same way. 
It was expected to suggest, 
perhaps today, that this be 
done. 
But 
a 
constitutional 
amendment needs approval by 
two-thirds of both houses of Con­ 
gress and by three-fourths of 
the states. 
The trouble here is at the 
start, for while the Senate may 
approve one plan the House 
may prefer another. But that is 
only part of the problem. The 
other is the question of presi­ 
dential disability. 
How does a vice president 
take over if a president is dis­ 
abled, or how does he take over 
if a president is disabled but 
doesn’t know it or won’t or can’t 
admit it? 
Eisenhower and Nixon and 
after them Presidents John F. 
Kennedy and Johnson had an 
understanding; 
there was no 
law covering this. Now Johnson 


has a similar agreement with 
the man next in line to succeed 
him because there is no vice 
president, House Speaker John 
W. McCormack, D-Mass. 
Truman had said that once a 
vice president takes office, be­ 
cause of a president’s disabili­ 
ty, the president would not be 
entitled to resume his office if 
and when he recovered. 
But Eisenhower said he had 
no fear that a vice president 
would refuse to surrender the 
presidency — once a stricken 
president was able to resume it 
— because, he said, “I think we 
couldn’t possibly get away with 
it.” 
Nixon said the arrangements 
worked out by Eisenhower, Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson in case of 
their disability — letters to the 
men next in line to succeed 
them — lack the force of law 
and would be inadequate if a 
dispute arose. 
Under a law passed in 1947 if 
the president dies, and there is 
no vice president, next in line 
to succeed is the House speak­ 
er, right now, McCormack, and

then the Senate’s president pro 
tempore, right now, Sen. Carl 
Hayden, D-Ariz. 
The Senate subcommittee is 
expected to recommend a con­ 
stitutional amendment covering 
both the succession to the presi­ 
dency, explained above, and the 
problem of disability this way: 
When a president says in writ­ 
ing he’s too disabled to carry 
out his job, the vice president 
would become acting president 
until the president declared his 
disability ended. 
If the president didn’t make 
his disability known, the vice 
president with approval by a 
majority of the Cabinet could 
declare the president disabled 
and assume the powers and 
duties but not the office of pres­ 
ident. 
If the president disputed this 
act of his vice president and 
Cabinet, Congress would have to 
decide by a two-thirds vote of 
both houses for the vice presi­ 
dent to continue as acting pres­ 
ident. Otherwise, the president 
would resume his powers and 
duties.

Under provisions of the Ohio 
liquor law,

back to Pickaway County $20,- 
850 in liquor perm it fees during 
the 1963 calendar year, accord­ 
ing to an audit just completed 
by State A u d i t o r Roger W. 
Tracy. 
Of the total distribution to the 
subdivisions of the county, Cir­ 
cleville shared to the extent of 
$9,200, Tracy said. 
The municipality realized $4,- 
000 from licensed night clubs 
at the rate of $1,000 per permit, 
while 
liquor-by-the-glass 
per­ 
m its produced $2,400; private 
clubs paid $800 at the rate of 
$200 each, while retail beer and 
wine permits brought another 
$2,000, 
State-wide figures show that 
Ohio paid back a total of $9,- 
496,364.57 to the various politi­ 
cal subdivisions, with the 4006 
night clubs accounting for a to­ 
tal of $4,006,000, or 42.1 per cent 
of the total license fees collect­ 
ed. 
Liquor - by-the-glass permits 
sold in the state totaled 6,873 
and brought in 
$2,744,970, 
or

WASHINGTON (A P)—D eclar­ 
ing that “ there should always 
be someone at the helm ,’’ for­ 
m er President Dwight D. E isen­ 
hower says the vice president 
should have authority to take 
over the duties of a physically 
or m entally disabled president. 
And in the event the vice p res­ 
idency is vacant the president 
should be em powered to appoint 
his second in com m and, E isen­ 
hower said.

A. When asked the question, “What is the best way to 
remove adhesive tape?” most professional persons are 
likely to say.

Avoid Errors 


In Measuring 


Accurate measurem ents are 
the backbone of good construc­ 
tion work. There’s an old say­ 
ing among carpenters that if you 
m easure twice, you will have to 
cut only once. While there are 
dozens of precision tools to as­ 
sist you in making accurate 
m easurem ents, there are many 
times when you can do a faster 
job without the use of the con­ 
ventional devices. 
Suppose, for instance, you are 
making a picket fence and want 
to be certain there is exactly 
the sam e amount of space be­ 
tween the pickets. Why not use 
one of the pickets as a spacer? 
Nail the first picket to 
t h e 
fram e work, butt 
the 
spacer 
alongside it, then nail the next 
picket. Remove the spacer to 
the next position and repeat the 
process. You not only will avoid 
dozens of repeat measurements, 
you will virtually eliminate any 
possibility of making a mistake. 
Another exam ple: you 
a r e 
placing studs between the floor 
and the ceiling in a basement re- 
finisring 
project. 
Y o u know 
that the basem ent floor usually 
slopes slightly in the direction 
of the drain. T rat means you 
can’t cut 
all studs the 
same 
length. Rather than make re­ 
peated m easurem ents, take two 
strips of wood, each of which 
is loner than half the distance 
between the floor and ceiling. 
Hold one piece against the ceil­ 
ing, the other against the floor. 
At the point where they overlap 
clamp them together. That’s bow 
long the stud will have to be. 
lf you think th at’s a lot of trou­ 
ble (which it isn’t once you get 
the hang of it), then you’ve nev­ 
er tried to m easure the distance 
between a floor and ceiling a 
couple of dozen times. 
A scrap of wood of the prop­ 
er length will enable you to get 
uniform spacing between shel­ 
ves. Any time you have to make 
a lot of identical measurements, 
keep in mind that you often can 
avoid mistakes by using such 
a piece of scrap wood or some­ 
thing similar.

The gaits are quick and 
trappy (resembles hackney) in 
contrast to the s a d d I e horse’s 
graceful trot and canter. 
But he still inherits the endu­ 
rance, longevity, and general 
disposition of th e foundation 
stock. The m o d e r n Morgan of 
today is just as versatile as Jus 
tin Morgan. 
He can do a l m o s t anything 
well, from working in harness, 
pleasure riding, to hunting and 
jumping. He has been used in 
the western cow country and is 
used under w e s t e r n tack al­ 
most as often as in E n g l i s h 
equipment. This breed has been 
used by a great number of city 
police departments for mounted 
police work. 
The Pavine strain of Ameri­ 
can Saddle' Horses is consider­ 
ed by some breeders of b o t h 
saddle horses and Morgans to 
be of almost pure Morgan blood 
and are said to carry m o r e 
blood of Justin Morgan than of 
any group of horses, even pres­ 
ent day registered Morgans.

CHICAGO (AP)—The National 
Baseball League Umpires Asso­ 
ciation, having failed to pressure 
a pension play increase, has is­ 
sued a strike ultimatum. 
Either the National League 
meets the association’s demands 
or “appropriate action” will be 
taken by 3 p.m., July 3, said at­ 
torney John J. Reynolds of Chi­ 
cago, who represents the group, 
on Tuesday. 
The move hit such baseball 
officials as Warren Giles, presi­ 
dent of the National League, and 
Ford Frick, the game’s commis­ 
sioner, by surprise. 
However, the umpires’ associ­ 
ation has been angling for in­ 
creased pension benefits for the 
last six months without receiv­ 
ing league courtesy, said Rey 
nolds. 
Eighteen of the league’s 20 
umpires met with Reynolds in 
Chicago and drafted a letter 
demanding increased benefits. 
Copies of the letter were sent to 
Giles and every team in the 
league. 
Currently, the pension plan for 
umpires retiring at 55 calls for 
$200 a year for each year of 
service meaning an umpire with 
IO years of active service would 
receive $2,000 a year upon re­ 
tirement. 
The 
association, 
however, 
wants this figure boosted to $300 
a year for each year of service 
Recent dickering resulted in an 
offer of $250 by Giles which the 
National League umpires turned 
down before issuing their ultima­ 
tum.
